U.S. Navy Says 


It Has Greatest 


Guided Missile World Has Known

PORT MUGU, Calif., April 21 
(UP)—The Navy revealed today 
that it has the greatest guided 
missile in the history of warfare— 


a three-ton flying bomb officially 
called the KUW-1. Naval and 
civilian personnel call it the Loon. 
It increases the effective heavy 
bombardment range of the Navy 
from 25 miles to 150 miles. Radio 
controlled, it can change its 
course in flight to seek out its 
target. Its speed is in excess of 
425 miles per hour; its weight 
6000 pounds; its cost $15,000. 
Seventy-five correspondents 
watched a demonstration last 
week. The Germans invented the 
bomb and coupled it with a pulse 
jet engine invention stolen from 
the United States, The result was 
the V-1 buzz bomb, 5500 of which 
were fired across the English 
Channel and almost wrecked Lon- 
don. Now the Navy has taken the 
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German composite and made it 
many times more effective by 
equipping it for remote control by 
radio. : 

Before the Loon was fired over 
the ocean last Friday from Point 
Mugu guards herded the observers 
behind sand bunkers a thousand 
feet to windward, 

Four booster rockets behind the 
Loon went off in roaring unison, 
driving clouds of sand into the 
air. The bomb rose gracefully into 


the air. The beoster rockets and 
their sled fell away to the beach. 


The Loon, supplied with sufficient 
momentum, leveled off. 

In Friday’s test, its pulse jet 
engine, made by the Ford Motor 
Co., was not started. Because of 
the haze, it was desired to drop 
the bomb into the sea short of the 
horizon. The missile, that may 
some day carry an atomic bomb 
warhead, sped like a level arrow 
toward the lowering sun.

WASHINGTON, April/21 (AP) 
~Senator Bridges (Rep.), New

Bridges, who heads the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, told a 
reporter he sees no reason why 
President Truman's program of 
blocking Communist threats to 
the Mediterranean nations makes 
it necessary to spend the full 
$11,200,000, which the President 
asked for the Army and Navy for 
the year beginning July 1. 

“T think if we work judiciously 
we can cut one billion off the 
Army requests and 3500, 000,000 off 
the Navy without impairing their 
efficiency,” the New Hampshire 
Senator said. 

However, Senator Gurney 
(Rep.), South Dakota, a member 
of the appropriations group, has 
served notice he will oppose any 
sizeable reduction in the armed 
services bu while world con- 
ditions re so unsettled as to 
require this country to go to the 
aid of foreign governments.

As the Senate resumed debate 
today on the Greek-Turkish aid 
bill, Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, the presiding officer read 
a cable from Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall saying he was 
in “complete accord” with the 
aims of the program and con- 
sidered it “indispensable.”

IN BRITISH ZONE ELECTIONS 


ESSEN, Germany, April 21 (AP) 
— German voters in the British 
occupation zone yesterday re- 
jected Communism as the cure for 
their food shortages and other 
troubles and gave their support 
to the Social Democratic party 
and Christian Democratic Union, 
complete official returns showed 
today. 

The Social Democrats (SPD) 
won the greatest number of par- 
liamentary seats in the states of 
Niederschasen and Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, while the Christian Demo- 

crats (CDU) topped all rivals in 
North Rhine-Westphalia, which 
includes the Ruhr. 

The Communists scored sub- 
stantial gains in North Rhine-

After war and postwar inflation, 
it is difficult to find solutions fair 
to. the consumer, fair to the 
worker and fair to business. Em- 
ployers and workers must both 
give to this task all their ener- 
gies, good will, and understanding 
of their country’s best interests. 
High: Farm Prices, 

In considering the high cost of 
living we must also examine pre- 
vailing food prices. The phenom- 
enal world demand for farm prod- 
ucts is maintgining farm prices at 
present levels. The unprecedented 


‘purchasing power of our own peo- 


ple and the needs of war-devas- 
tated countries abroad have com- 
bined to force farm products up- 
ward, 

The Government policy of sup- 
porting farm prices at 90 per cent 
of parity is not the cause. Of the 
major food commodities, potatoes 
are the only crop currently being 
given Government support, The 
support price of wheat, for exam- 
ple, is $1.82 a bushel, while wheat 
is currently selling at about §2.50 
a bushel. The support price of 
hogs is $14.94 per 100 pounds, The 
recent price has been around $25, 
Let me repeat: The Government 
policy of supporting farm prices 
is not the cause of the prevailing 
high food prices. 


Without the support program, 
farmers, mindful of the disastrous 
farm collapse shortly after World 
War I, would not have planted 
their tremendous recent crops. The 
consequence would have been 
smaller acreage, greater excess of 
demand over supply, ahd prices 
much higher than they are now. 
Because of the support program, 
the consumer is better off and the 
world food situation is more man- 
ageable. ä 

With this sound bulwark against 
a repetition of the agricultural de- 
pression which started in 1920, 
farmers should continue their ef- 
forts to bring about maximum pro- 
duction. 

Government’s Responsibilities. 

I have been speaking about the 
role of business men, workers and 
farmers in maintaining our present 
prosperity. The Government also 
has responsibilities. It is an axiom 
of good economics and good busi- 
ness that, in times of great infla- 
tionary pressures, taxes should not 
be reduced. Any surplus which 


the Treasury can secure should be 
applied to reduction of the federal 
debt. Reduction of the debt re- 
duces the annual interest obliga- 
tion of the Government and also 
tends to check inflationary forces. 
When we are over the hump of 
inflation, tax reduction will be 
feasible and proper. It should 
then be extended first to those 
who need relief most, 

Additional weapons which the 
Government possesses in its fight 
against inflation are rent control, 
export controls and eredit control. 
Rent control is. vitally necessary 
until construction costs are lower 
and the present acute housing 
shortage has eased. ) 
Export controls must be main- 
tained to avoid price increases 
arising from uncontrolled foreign 
purchases in this country. 

Credit control cannot be re- 


laxed so long as prices are so 
high that many consumers must 
go into debt to make both ends 
meet. Making more money avail- 
able on easier credit terms would 
only enable people to go into debt 
at a faster rate, Over-extension 
of credit to support over-exten- 
sion of prices is fuel on the in- 
flationary fires, It would help no 
one in the long run, It is in the 
tradition of “boom and bust.” The 
Government should retain and use 
its measures for wise credit con- 
trol. a 


The economic policies here dis- 
cussed have not been devised 
hastily to meet a situation which 
has just appeared. I have been 
urging them for many months, 
The reiteration of these. policies 
is made necessary by the situation 
existing today. 

Plea for Unity. 
The responsibility of preserving 
our free enterprise system will 
continue to rest upon the joint 
efforts of business, labor, the 
farmers and Government. : 
There must be moderation on 
the part of business, forbearance 
on the part of labor, all-out effort 
on the part of the farmer, and 
wise guidance and action on the 
part of Government. 
There must be unity of effort 
and a willingness to co-operate in 
the achievement of our goal of a 
strong, stable economy, 
The men and women here to- 
day, and the rest of the press of 
the nation, have a great oppor- 
tunity for service at this time. 
Not only must the facts be pre- 
sented, but there must be brought 
home to our people the serious- 
ness of the issue and the need for 
united effort for the good of all, 
rather than separate effort for 
the benefit of any group. 
I take comfort in the knowledge 
that the press of this country will 
accept this opportunity for serv- 
ice in the same high spirit with 
which it has always served this 
nation.

Most of Lapham’s answers to 
questions by corporation lawyers 
centered about the controversy 
as to why the burning ship had 
not been moved away from the 
dock area before it exploded at 
1:10 am, Thursday. 

The fire aboard the High Flyer, 
which was loaded with ammonium 
nitrate, broke out hours before the 
explosion, 

Attorney M. S. McCorquodale of 
Houston, who said he “represented 
certain interests in Texas City,” 
asked Lapham if a fire alarm had 
been turned in. 

Lapham testified an alarm was 
turned in, but he said he didn't 
know whether any efforts were 
made to move the ship away 
from the slip near the point 
where the French ship the Grand- 
camp, bearing nitrates, blew up 
at 0:12 a.m. Wednesday, 

One of Turbines Down, 
Larry Morris, representing Mon- 
santo Chemical Co., asked Lapham 
if he knew why the High Flyer 
was not moved after the Grand- 
camp explosion. 

“It was impossible without tug- 
boat assistance,” Lapham said, 
“because one of the turbines was 
down for repairs.” 

He said the ship's captain gave 
an order to abandon ship about 
45 minutes after the first explo- 
sion. Attorneys then asked Lap- 
ham if he offered to give any as- 
sistance in getting the ship moved. 

“T left the High Flyer and went 
into town,” Lapham replied. 

The testimony revealed that 
the High Flyer was in Genoa, 
Italy, at the time of another 
ship explosion, Lapham said at 
that time the ship was moved 
away from the danger area. 

The questioning by lawyers im- 
plied that the ship could have been 
moved if a tug had been sum- 
moned, but Lapham was unable to 
say what efforts had been made 
to get the ship out into Galveston 
ay. 

It was pointed out that the High 
Flyer's anchor was lying 300 yards 
out in the harbor and the ship 
could have been dragged that dis- 
tance by pulling in the anchor 
chain. 

“Important” Witness Called. 
R. Adm. Gordon T. Finlay, con- 
ducting the hearing, said “one of 
the most important witnesses” of 
the entire investigation would 
appear before the board today. 
Adm. Finlay would not reveal the 
name of the important witness. 

“I am afraid some attorneys will 
get to him first,” he said, “I want 
him clear and unprimed when he 
comes before the board.”

IN TEXAS; 132 UNIDENTIFIED 


Death List to Total No Less Than 575, Says 
State Safety Bureau — 35 Bodies 
Recovered in Day. 


TEXAS CITY, Tex., April 21 
(AP)—Roy Wade, official of the 
Department of Public Safety, an- 
nounced today that the list of 
dead in the Dexas City disaster 
now totals 421 and said the list 
will total not less than 575. 

Wade, administrative assistant 
to Col. Homer Garrison, chief of 
the state agency, said 205 persons 


still were missing and 132 victims 
remain unidentified. The Red 
Cross said 777 persons had been 
hospitalized. The total number of 
injured has been put at 3000. 

ayor J. C. Trahan reassured 
Texas City that there was no dan- 
ger of new explosions from leak- 
ing naphthe gas. 

He said that gas in a naphtha 
tank near the town had been 
pumped below a leak in the con- 
tainer and that “there is no dan- 
ger to Texas City residents. If 
anything happens, it will only be 
a burning of that tank and noth- 
ing else.“ 

When the tank leak had been 
discovered, highway trolmen 
threw up road blocks, closing the 
area to all but control experts 
from the United States Bureau 
of Mines. The Bureau of Mines 
men were trying to find a “dud” 
of explosive materials which 
might have been hurled into the 
area by earlier explosions, 

Switch engines which had open 
fireboxes were prevented from en- 
tering the area and all electricity 
in the area was shut off. 

Thirty-five bodies were recov- 
ered yesterday, the majority from 
the torn steel and debris in the 
blast area. 

More bodies of victims still are 
being found, Seven other bodies 
were recovered yesterday from 
the Galveston-Freeport ship chan- 
nel, miles from the blast scene. 

A Red Cross list posted Satur. 
day listed 680 persons presumed 
dead, but at Red Cross headquar- 
ters in Galveston yesterday an of. 
ficial said 19 of those listed had 
been found alive, 

One fire continued to burn stub- 
bornly today; the disaster was six 
days ago. 

(The United Press said urgently 
needed medical supplies were still 
being flown today to hospitals in 
the vicinity of Texas City for the 
treatment of an estimated 480 
patients who suffered serious in- 
juries. Medical chiefs of the

Army, United States Health erw. 
ice, Red Cross and other national 
agencies converged on the stricken 
city immediately after the first 
frantic calls for help were flashed 
by telephone and radio to the out- 
side world. 

(Dr. Chauncey Leake, dean of 
the University of Texas Medical 
School at Galveston, said that half 
the number of patients in five 
Galveston hospitals would be re- 
leased within five days from the 
time they were admitted.) 

Persons injured in the explo« 
sions were warned to consuh doc 
tors for a private checkup to 
guard against the possibility of 
lockjaw. The warning was issued 
by Dr. Harold Wood, St. Louis, 
deputy medical director of the 
midwest area for the Red Cross. 

Five of Texas City’s schools 
probably will reopen “within 10 
days” but another, the big Dan- 
forth elementary school, was dam- 
aged so badly it will be closed in- 
definitely, Superintendent Levi 
Fry said. A complete new supply 
of textbooks will have to be ob- 
tained, Fry said. 

The relief fund to rehabilitate 
Texas City was reported to have 
about $200,000. New donations in- 
cluded $3200 from the city of Hot 
Springs, Ark, 

Texas City is a long way from 
normal as rescue workers con- 
tinue to toil through rubble today. 
One thousand homeless are at 
nearby Camp Wallace alone and 
many of the communities busi- 
nesses will not be reopened for 
days. 


Mass burial of unidentified dead 
is tentatively planned for Wednes- 
day or Thursday but Glen H. Me- 
Laughlin, chief of the identifica- 
tion division of the department of 
public safety, said he and his men 
are continuing to make every et- 
fort at identification.

Ganschinietz, incumbent, follow- 
ing an official canvass of votes 
by the East St. Louis Board of 
Election Commissioners, April 8. 
The second suit was filed by 
William D. Cochran, unsuccessful 
Independent party candidate for 
the Council, who asked that Ren- 
ner be restrained from issuing 
certificates of election to either 
John T. English or Alvin G. Fields, 
City Hall machine candidates, who 
were elected. Cochran alleged in 
the petitiqn that the canvass made 
by the East St. Louis election

A herd 
of pure-bred Jersey cattle is on 
the farm, and Dr. Clopton raised 
many fine saddle horses, includ- 
ing his favorite, Veto, which won 
many show prizes. 

Among Dr. Clopton’s other in- 
terests was sailing. In 1928 he 
was a guest of Gerard B. Lam- 
bert, his brother-in-law, on Lam- 
bert’s yacht “Atlantic” which fin- 
ished second in a race from New 
York to Spain for a cup offered 
by the late King Alfonso of Spain. 

At one time Dr. Clopton was 
president of the Missouri Asso- 
ciation of Occupational Therapy. 


Survived by Second Wife. 


He is survived by his second 
wife, the former Mrs. Rachel 
Lowe Lambert, whom he married 
in 1934. 

Dr. Clopton's first wife, Mrs. 
Lily Lambert Walker Clopton, 
daughter of the late Jordan W. 
Lambert, founder of the Lambert 
Pharmacal Co., died in 1911. She 
left an estate valued at $4,898,416 
to her son by a former marriage, 
James Theodore Walker. 

The latter bequeathed $3,750,000 
to Dr. Clopton when he died in an 
airplane crash in 1927 immediate- 
ly following his graduation from 
Princeton University. 

Dr. Clopton also is survived by 
a sister, Mrs. Elkin Franklin, 5391 
Waterman, and a brother, William 
H. Clopton, Washington, D. C.

Old Age, Abscesses End Life 
—Once Went 13 Months 
Without Food. 


The long-standing hunger strike 
of Blondie, the Zoo’s 19-foot In- 
dian python, came to an end Sat- 
urday night when it died of old 
age and intestinal abscesses, Zoo 
Director George P. Vierheller an- 
nounced yesterday. 

For the last 10 years, the huge 
snake had been kept alive by 
forced feedings at intervals of 
three weeks or a month. In the 
summer season, when the feedings 
were held outdoors, the sight of 
some half dozen attendants ram- 
ming 12 pounds of ground horse 
meat and cod liver oil iown the 
reptile’s throat provided one of the 
Zoo’s major attractions. 

Blondie, acquired as a full 
grown specimen in 1928, was esti- 
mated by Vierheller to be 30 or 40 
years old. At one time, in an at- 
tempt to induce the snake to eat 
voluntarily, Vierheller withheld 
forced feeding for as long as 13 
months, without success. 

The reptile house still has two 
other reticulated pythons but the 
older of these, the 22-foot Maha- 
rani of Wang Poo, which also re- 
quires forced feedings, is not ex- 
pected to live much longer. The 
younger specimen, 14 feet in 
length, is in good health and feeds 
itself. Vierheller said Blondie, 
which cost $300, would be replaced 
as soon as snakes of this type are 
available again.

APPROVES MINE 


INSPECTION FUND 


Grants $1,625,000 for 
That Service, $1,148,- 
000 for Inquiries, Res- 
cue Work. | 


WASHINGTON, April 21 (UP)— 
The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, remembering the Centralia 
(III.) mine disaster, today granted 
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$1,625,000 for coal mine inspec 
tion and investigation and $1,148,- 
000 for investigating mine acci- 
dents and operating mine rescue 
cars. 

The items were contained in the 
fiscal 1948 appropriations bill for 
the Department of the Interior. 
They were among the very few 
items in the bill which did not 
feel the economy ax. 

The figures for these two cate- 
gories represented increases of 
$100,000 and $103500 respectively, 
over the funds granted for the 
same purposes for fiscal 1947. The 
funds will provide for a total of 
202 mine inspectors. 

The funds would pérmit employ- 
ment of 45 more _ inspectors, 
Bureau of Mines Director R. L. 
Sayers told the committee. 

Fewer than two months before 
the Centralia disaster which killed 
111 miners, Sayers told the com- 
mittee in hearings on the bill that 
lack of legislation and lack of 
funds accounted for the fact that 
his bureau did not inspect all the 
mines. 

“We do not have enough per- 
sonnel to get around to all these 
mines,” Sayers said. “Therefore, 
we take those where there are the 
greatest hazards. We have to do 
a.selective job. 

“Right now we are going to be 
able to get around once a year. 
That certainly is not enough.” 
Tables submitted by Sayers 
showed that the mine accident 
rate from explosions as of last 
Feb. 5 was the lowest in 31 years. 


47 Per Cent Interior Department 
Budget Cut Sought in House. 
WASHINGTON, April 21 (AP) 
An unprecedented 47 per cent 
sudget cut for the Department of 
the Interior was recommended to- 
day by the House Apppropriations 
Committee. 

In its promised “meat ax” drive 
to chop six billion dollars from 
President Truman’s $37,500,000,000 
federal budget for 1948, the com- 
mittee sent to the House floor a 
$156,538,513 bill to operate the In- 
terior Department for the 12 
months starting July 1. 

This is $138,881,907 below the 
President’s budget estimates, $101,- 
362,173 under current appropria- 
tions, but $26,860,053 above the 
department’s last prewar fund in 
1938. 

More than half of the entire 
reduction in the bill was applied 
to the Reclamation Bureau. A 
battle to restore some of the 
funds will be fought out on the 
House floor when the measure 
comes up for debate beginning 
Thursday. 

The bureau asked for $145,952,- 
200. The committee gave it $62,- 
717,600, a cut of $83,234,600. How- 
ever, with money left over as a 
result of a 1947 presidential freeze 
order on construction, the bureau 
will have $141,085,367 available to 
it next year, the committee said. 
Included was an appropriation 
of $9,611,600 for reclamation proj- 
ects in the Missouri basin next 
year, a cut from the $23,000,000 
which the Reclamation Bureau 
had requested. The committee 
pointed out that the bureau still 
has $10,048,053 in Missouri funds 
not spent, so that actually there 
will be $19,659,653 available for 
use next year. 


TRIAL FOR SOLDIER ACCUSED 
OF KILLING EAST SIDE WOMAN 


The trial of William Anderson, 
Scott Field soldier, charged with 
the murder last Sept. 5 of Mrs. 
Irene E. Elsing, began today in 
Circuit Judge Ralph Maxwell’s 
court at Belleville, following the 
selection of a jury. By rejecting 
prospective jurors who said they 
were opposed to capital punish-

STATE SUPREME COURT FINES

loading ammonium nitrate. 

An examination of docks and 
warehouses showed that there 
were three separate explosions, 
the engineers said. The first was 
the explosion of the ammonium 
nitrate in the Grandcamp, fol- 
lowed a few moments later by 
the explosion of additional am- 
monium nitrate in warehouses 
nearby. Hours later, the freighter 
High Flyer, also loaded with am- 
monium nitrate, exploded. 

The. engineers said the damage 
was greatly intensified by the 
fact that there were three sep- 
arate blasts. The first, they ex- 
plained, blew out windows and 
any protecting walls.. The second, 
consequently, levelled many build- 
ing walls, permitting the third to 
2 the destruction, they 
said.

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KING CHRISTIAN X 


Monarch Who Reigned 
for 35 Years Succumbs 
to Heart Attack—New 
Ruler is 48. 


COPENHAGEN, April 21 (AP) 
—King Frederik IX, 48-year-old 
lover of music, seafaring and 


speed, took Denmark’s throne to- 
day as successor to his father, 


Christian X, who died last night 


at 76. 

Knud Kristensen, Premier of 
this constitutional monarchy, pro- 
claimed Frederik King — the 
thirty-eighth of his line — this 
afternoon from the balcony of 
Parliament’s meeting place, Chris- 
tiansborg Castle—thus formalizing 
his automatic succession to ruler- 
ship. A meeting of the cabinet 
council, to which Frederick be- 
longs, preceded the proclamation. 

A crowd of about 100,000 was in 
the big square in front of the 
castle when the Premier pro- 
claimed the new King, 

Death came to Christian at 11:04 
p.m. (4:04 p.m., St. Louis time), 
in his curtained, three-windowed 
bedroom of Amalienborg Castle 
in the center of Copenhagen. He 
had ruled Denmark for 35 years. 

He had been ill since suffering 
a heart attack Easter Sunday, and 
unconscious almost eight hours.

Last Words: “My Task Is Over.” 


With the King when he died 
were Queen Alexandrine; Crown 
Prince Frederik, regent since 
April 8; Frederik’s wife, Ingrid, 
and Christian’s other son, Prince 
Knud, 46. A court source reported 
the King’s last words to them 
were: 


“My task on this earth is over. 
I have peace with my God and 
with myself. I am so tired. ...” 


Outside waited some 5000 of the 
King’s subjects. To them the word 
was passed, “his majesty died 10 
minutes ago.” Men took off their 
hats. Women bowed, some with 
tears in their eyes. This city’s 
two main newspapers, publication 
suspended because of a strike, 
broadcast the news by loudspeak- 
er. 


The King’s body was laid in a 
zinc coffin and taken to the win- 
ter garden of the royal palace 
this morning. Later it will be 
taken to the palace church ad- 
joining Christiansberg castle, 
where it will lie in state. Even- 
tually it will be placed in a vault 
in Roskilde cathedral, about 20 
miles from the capital, the burial 
place of Danish royalty. Funeral 
services will be held there, possi- 
bly a week from tomorrow. 


New King Tall Like Father. 


The new King, Frederik, was 
born March 11, 1899, at Sorgenfri 
castle, outside Copenhagen. He is 
the first Danish king to have had 
navy—rather than army—training. 
He is a rear admiral, a graduate 
of the Danish navy academy and 
a veteran of torpedo boat service. 
He also is a Copenhagen Univer- 
sity bachelor-of-arts graduate,

CHRISTIAN DEFIED 
NAZI CONQUERORS 


By the ‘Associated Press. 

King Christian X was known 
from the beginning of his long 
reign for his democratic ways. 

Although he was unable to pre- 
serve his country’s freedom dur- 
ing World War II, the German 
occupation served to increase his 
already great popularity with the 
people. Whenever occasion war- 
ranted, the Danes gave demon- 
strations of their loyalty. 

Danes Scuttle Vessels. 

For a time after Nazi troops 

occupied Denmark on April 9, 


1940, they interfered little with 
the tall, stately, popular monarch. 

This German effort to win the 
Danes’ co-operation, however, 
failed. In the summer of 1943 
Danish naval forces scuttled most 
of their fleet during a fight with 
German troops. The King then 
was interned in Sorgenfri Castle, 
outside the capital, and remained 
there throughout the rest of the 
war. 

J am a happy man now,” he 
was reported to have said during 
his internment, “I am a prisoner 
of war, but I atso am chief of a 
large underground army.” He was 
kept informed of underground ac- 
tivities through secret channels. 

During the years of the German 
occupation, he refused five times 
to form a new Danish cabinet to 
help the Nazis put down Danish 
sabotage and resistance. The King 
strongly protested against the 
Nazis’ persecution of Danish Jews, 

Danes Refuse to Pass Laws. 

Resisting pressure of the Ger- 
mans, the Danes refused to pro- 
mulgate anti-Jewish legislation. 
The King threatened that if the 
legislation was passed, he and oth- 
er members of the royal family 
would wear the yellow star of 
David. A short time later, in full 
dress uniform, he attended a spe- 
cial service in a Copenhagen syn- 
agogue. 

A story circulated during the 
war—the’ Danes later expressed 
doubts of its authenticity — con- 
cerned an incident between. the 
King and the Nazis over the Ger- 
man flag. The King, so the story 
goes, saw the German flag flying 
above his castle (one version said 
the emblem was above a police 
prefecture) and demanded that it 
be hauled down. The Nazi sentry 
refused. The King said that in 
that case a Danish soldier would 
take it down. Told that the sol- 
dier would be shot, he replied, “I 
am, the soldier.” The flag came 
down. 

Democratic-Minded Ruler. 

During his reign, Christian dem- 
onstrated his democratic habits in 
numerous ways. Before a serious 
fall in 1942, he rode horseback al- 
most daily, unaccompanied, along 
Copenhagen streets and bridle

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., April 21 
(UP)—The admirals and generals 
of the United Nations Military 
Staff Committee were reported 
agreed today that the projected 
U.N. world police force should be 
restricted to units capable of 
squashing only disputes between 
small and medium size countries. 

There was no immediate con- 
firmation by the committee of 
these reports. The committee has

BIRD WALK IN RAIN 
REWARDS, MEMBERS 


Two Prairie Horned Larks 
and Nest Among 
Finds. 


Members of the St. Louis Bird 
Club found the going rather un- 
pleasant yesterday when they set 
out at 7:30 a.m. in a cold, drizzling 
rain for the first bird walk of the 
‘eason in Forest Park, but their 
efforts were rewarded by several 
unusual “finds,” including two 
larks and their 
nest, and a whip-poor-will. 

Approximately 150 persons as- 
sembled on the steps of Jefferson 
Memorial to start the trip. They 
were divided into 10 groups which 
ranged in personnel from begin- 
ners to veterans at bird spotting. 
Each of the groups was placed 
under the guidance of a club 
leader. 

Discovery of the prairie horned 
lark was not altogether an acci- 
dent since one of the members of 
the club had observed a bird of 
this species earlier in the week 
flying over the field west of the 


old Mounted Police Station and 


north of Forest Park Highlands. 
Approaching the same location 


yesterday the group nearly 
stepped on one of the larks on 
the ground and, a few seconds 
later, observed another of the 
birds, which had circled high into 
the air, zoom down, at nearly 
right angles to the earth, in what 
club members described as its 
mating dive, 
Nest in Hole in Ground, 
The nest, with four eggs half 


after a brief search. The larks, 
Mrs, Northrop said, derive their 
name from the marks of the 
feathers on their head which give 
the appearance of two small 
horns. 

The whippoorwill, a bird which 
does more night than daytime fly- 
ing, was discovered perched in a 
tree in the wooded area near the 
southwest corner of the park. 
Either because it felt secure in 
its camouflage or because it was 
asleep, the whippoorwill made no 


attempt to fly away as the group 
approached and did not leave its 
branch until one,of the members 
started to scale the tree. 

Robin Takes Worm to Nest. 

Several of the birds, including 
a robin and a cardinal, were found 
As one group 
watched, a father robin brought 
a worm to the nesting mother and 
flew away in search of more

Crossman is a leader of thé

BERLIN, April 21 (AP). 
HE greatest book purge in 
3 history, involving the de- 
> struction of millions of vol- 
umes, is being conducted in 
Germany as the four occupy- 
ing powers execute an agree- 
ment to eliminate all Nazi and 
militaristic literature. 

General rules for the purge 
were contained in an Allied 
Control Authority order issued 
May 18, 1946, but many details 
were left to the four occupa- 
tion zone commanders. The 
general rules ordered the 
cleansing of libraries of all 
public and commercial institu- 
tions.

De Gasperi, leader of the Chris- 
tian Democratic party who heads 
the Italian coalition government, 
viewed the world situation pessi- 
mistically in an interview with 
the United Press. He saw Amer- 
ican action as the key to the solu- 
tion of both international disputes 
and Italian internal problems, 


“I believe American participa- 
tion in European and Mediter- 
ranean affairs will serve to con- 
solidate peace and agreement 
among free and independent na- 
tions,” the gaunt, 65-year-old Pre 
mier said in reply to a question 
about President Truman’s inter- 
national aid program. 

“Such American activity seems 
to me a guarantee against a new 
war.” 


“Within U.N, Framework.” 


As if seeking immediately to 
answer a major criticism against 
the Truman policy, De Gasperi 
added, “I believe that American 
influence is good for the develop- 
ment of democratic life in Europe. 
I consider United States participa- 
tion in things European as within 
the framework of the United Na- 
tions, of which the United States 
is a member.” 0 


De Gasperi received me in his 
large business-like office in the 
Viminale palace. In a smart gray 
flannel suit and horn-rimmed 
glasses, he looked much younger 
than his 65 years. He removed 
the glasses during most of the 
interview and gestured constantly 
with a colored pencil in the Ital- 
lan manner. As he ran his long 
fingers through a shock of black 
hair flecked with gray, exhibiting 
warmth and courtesy, he seemed 
to present a maximum contrast 
with Benito Mussolini, who was 
running Italian lives only four 
years ago,

To Avoid a Labor Deadlock 


To prevent another deadlock on abor legisla- 
tion between Congress and the White House, 
Senator Smith of New Jersey has come forward 
with a brilliantly wise and simple suggestion. He 
propeses that the Republican leaders in Con- 
gress take an hour off and go to the White 
House to determine what sort of bill President 
Truman would be willing to sign. This would 
forestall another exercise in futility, such as 
the country saw a year ago when Congress en- 
acted and the President vetoed the Case bill. 

There is room for suspicion that certain Re- 


publican: leaders, particularly Senator ‘Taft, are 


quite willing if not anxious to pass a bill so 
stringent that the President would veto it. A 
very stringent bill, so the theory goes, would 
present the President with a dilemma. If he 
signed it he would alienate labor. If he did not 
sign it, he would offend the rest of the public, 
which wants to give labor more responsibility. 

Senator Smith, although he is as much a Re- 
publican as the rest of the congressional majority, 
wants nothing to do with such a scheme. He 
thinks the country's welfare should come before 
politics. He also thinks the scheme might back- 
fire—that the Republicans might be building a 
booby trap to catch themselves. 

The country cannot afford another Case bill 
fiasco. For if Congress deadlocks with the White 
House on a labor bill, it will mean that we shall 
not have really effective labor legislation either 
in Washington or in Jefferson City, Springfield 
and the other state capitals. 

For example, the penalties which have been 
written into the King-Thompson bill at Jeffer- 
son City to prevent utility strikes probably will 
be null and void unless the Wagner Act is amend- 
ed. The United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the Sixth District has held that penalties 
which would prevent a striker from returning to 
his. job with the same status which prevailed 
when he went on strike are invalid because they 
contravene the Wagner Act. Federal law takes 
precedence. 

For another example, the bill in the Missouri 
Senate prohibiting one union from boycotting ma- 
terials produced by another union will be of no 
effect unless Congress modifies the law exempt- 
ing unions from operation of the anti-trust 
statutes—or unless the Supreme Court modifies 
its ruling that the law protects tHe boycott. 

It might be smart politics for the Republicans 
to set a trap for the President on labor legisla- 
tion, and thus prevent effective action by either 
the state or nation, but we doubt it. More like- 
ly, they would trap themselves. They would do 
well to listen to Senator Smith. 
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Sobering Words From Lilienthal 

Those were sobering words which Chairman 
Lilienthal spoke on the United States’s lost mo- 
mentum in the development of atomic energy. 
From the level of V-J day, he told the American 


. Society of Newspaper Editors in Washington, this 


country has “actually gone down hill, measured 
in such vital factors as scientific personnel, de- 
preciation of plants, intensity of effort and in 
other important ways.” Meantime, he said, we 
are confronted with the fact that other nations, 
including Russia, will learn “what we know to- 
day.” 

The long wrangle in U.N. over how to handle 
the problem of atomic energy control, followed 
by the bitter controversy in the Senate over Mr. 
Lilienthal’s own appointment has cost the United 
States precious time in this vital field. We do 
not know how much others may have gained in 
the long and dangerous interlude. But this much 
is certain: we can afford to lose no more time. 

The problem is now entrusted to Chairman 
Lilienthal and the four other civilians who make 
up the commission. They must have every pos- 
sible support in discharging the grave responsi-

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New Wrecks 8 Old ae 


The wreck of the Illinois Central’s “City of 
Miami,” in which two persons were killed and 
24 injured, occurred almost simultaneously with 
the Post-Dispatch’s publication of an analysis by 
Joseph Hanlon of the recent disastrous epidemic 
of railroad accidents, It was the eighth rail 
wreck in 16 days. 

The error that wrecked the “City of Miami” 
has been made periodically on the railroads for 
years and years now. It gives new emphasis to 
Mr. Hanlon’s conclusions that both the railroads 
and the ICC are falling down on the job of reg- 
ulation for safety. 

The “City of Miami,” traveling 75 miles an 
hour, struck a switch which should have been 
set to keep it straight on its course but which 
actually was set to divert it onto another track. 
Going too fast to make the as it plunged 
from the tracks. 

This type of accident has been occurring so 
bong that in a 12-year period ended in 1942 it 
happened 13 times, killing 23 persons in ali and 
injuring 218. 

The. ICC should demand—not merely request 
—the safety equipment on high-speed lines that 
is necessary to make high speeds safe. Reail- 
roads that are unwilling to adopt the safety de- 
vices should be restricted to slower speeds in 
keeping with their antiquated equipment. The 
ICC has got a bigger job to do than it has been 
doing, and the necessity is already upon it. 
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The peaceful agreement between Big Steel and 
Philip Murray for a 15-cent wage increase will 
be viewed with satisfaction by the vast majority 
of the country.

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Where Mr. Weir Was B Boss 


It has been pointed out that the Post-Dispatch 
described Robert Weir, Assistant Director of the 
Illinois State Department of Mines, as a boss in 
the minę in which the Centralia coal dust ex- 
plosion occurred. This is an error which grew 
out of the statement in the mine union’s letter 
to Gov.

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The Settlement in Steel 


Steel is so vital a part of American industrial 
economy that the speedy and reasonable settle- 
ment of the wage issue. between the United 
States Steel Corp. and the CTO steel workers is 
news of the most encouraging sort. 

The agreement, which runs for two years with 
wage reepening possible after one year, raises 
the hourly rate 12% cents. With several sub- 
sidiary benefits to workers, it is estimated by the 
union that the increase will amount to an over- 
all of 15 cents. With steel workers averaging 
$52.50, this means approximately $6 more in the 
weekly envelope, retroactive to April 1 as soon 
as the agreement is formally ratified by the union 
policy committee. 

This is what may’be called a moderate adjust- 
ment to keep steel wages in line with the in- 
crease in the cost of living. President Truman 
has distinguished between excessive wage rises 
and these balancing increases which adjust dif- 
ferences. It is a distinction which all fair-mind- 
ed citizens—employer and employe alike—will 
make. 

The best aspect of the announcement is the 
assurance by steel’s president, Benjamin Fair- 
less, that the corporation has hope of absorbing 
the wage increase without an increase in steel 
prices. If this can be achieved, then really nota- 
ble progress will be made in overtaking the price 
inflation. An appreciable increase in the price 
of steel would mean an increase in virtually 
everything that steel goes into. Thus this could 
be the one wage-price adjustment to do more 
than any other in checking inflation while there 
is yet time. 

CIO economists, as reported in the New Re- 
public, contend that even with an increase of 
20 cents to workers, steel would make per 
cent more profit than in 1936-37. 

Another aspect of the settlement which. de- 
serves attention throughout the nation is its 
clear-cut statement on portal-to-portal pay. As 
reported by Mr. Fairless, the union has agreed 
that “the companies shall not be obligated to pay 
for travel or walking time spent in preparatory 
and closing activities.” Moreover, the union will 
neither nfake new claims nor support “any exist- 
ing or-future claims.” Since United States Steel 
and its subsidiaries have been sued for $500,- 
000,000 in portal pay, the import of this agree- 
ment needs no underscoring. 

Steel wage settlements usually offer a pattern 
for industry generally. Already it is said that 
this settlement will be the model for the auto- 
mobile industry. This one, achieved without work 
stoppage, by proper negotiation, on a reasonable 
basis of give and take, is a credit to all con- 
cerned, If the no-price rise hope is realized, it 
will be an achievement of potentially historic 
proportions. 

Surely all this will not be lost on the contest- 
ing sides in the 14-day national telephone strike.

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Whose Highball? 

In his chapter on St. Louis in “Our Fair City,” 
Carlos Hurd, an authority on local lore, states 
that credit for first applying the word “highball” 
to a whisky-and-soda goes to Lilburn McNair, a 
grandson of Missouri’s first Governor, and a 
man about town here in the gay nineties. 

Now the distinction of having named an insti- 
tution which has contributed so much to so many 
gay evenings and dull mornings, after is not to 
be taken lightly. If it rightly belongs to St. Louis 
and a St. Louisan, we want the credit. 

We regret, however, that the written records 
do not seem to verify the claim. The Dictionary 
of American English gives the first dated exam- 
ple of the use of the word as 1898, and the late 
Mr. McNair and St. Louis are not mentioned.

I,” Henry Mencken goes back a little further. 
He says:

It has been 
claimed for an unnamed member of the fac- 
ulty of the Parker House in Boston, but 
Patrick Gavin Duffy, in his “Official Mixer’s 
Manual,” says that he himself shoved the 
first across the bar in 1895, and adds that 
the New York Times has allowed his priority. 
We suggest that Carlos Hurd get his research 

together and mail it to the untiring Mr. Mencken 
for distillation in the next fat supplement to “The 
American Language.” St. Louis will stand out 
for Mr. McNair’s claim till all the returns are in.

Between those who cry for free enterprise and those who want a 
managed economy, the reality is a flexible compromise; our system 
is mixed—part managed and part free; the actual amount of free- 
dom always depends on controlling the selfishness of special groups.

To those who long for the good old days 
when free enterprise meant freedom from 
governmental restraint of all kinds, as to 
those whose eager hearts burn for a man- 
aged economy, the recent statement of 


Merle Fainsod, professor of government at 


Harvard University, fis recommended read- 
ing. 

Writing in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
recently, Professor Fainsod pointed out 
that in our present society a mixed econo- 
my, part free and part managed, is an in- 
escapable part of the American system, 
and that only a disaster of great magni- 
tude’ would drive us completely into one 
corner or the other. 

This point of view is greatly at variance 
with those who maintain that we cannot 
continue half-managed and half-free. But 
as a practical matter not even the most 
ardent of those who favor free enterprise 
would now be willing to relegate govern- 
ment to the role that it once filled. 


A Case of Transition 


It is true that the great majority of 
Americans still have not only a deep-rooted 
attachment to civil and political liberties, 
but also faith in private enterprise as the 
mainspring of our economic machinery. 

But in addition to these things there are 
now generally well-recognized areas in 
which the Federal Government should func- 
tion. The care of the aged and destitute 
and the field of unemployment are two 
functions, for example, in which there is 
general acceptance of federal intervention. 

The existence of a mixed economy in the 
United States may be viewed as a of a 
transition, and is essentially a tribute to 


the flexibility of the American system.“ 


While some have dogmatically stood for 
free enterprise, and others just as emphati- 


cally have believed that a managed econ- 
omy was imperative, the fact is we have 
almost instinctively been arriving at a bal- 
ance between the two, 


Whether we move more markedly in one 
direction or the other will depend not so 
much on the political philosophies of the 
two camps as upon the attitudes of the 
three great organized factors in our econ- 
omy, industry, labor and farmers. Selfish 
shortsightedness by any or all of these 
groups is bound to affect the welfare of 
the entire country, and have a profound 
bearing on whether our future economy 
shall be more free or more managed. 


Not a God-Given Gift 


As Professor Fainsod said: “Some busi- 
ness men who should know better drive 
for higher prices in order to make a killing 
in a scarcity market, regardless of the im- 


. pact on the rest of the population and the 


long-term consequences of boom and bust. 


“Farm groups, too, exploit shortages and 
seek to perpetuate them against the day 
when the consumer begins to stop buying. 
Certain labor leaders resort to monopolistic 
restrictions and paralyzing strikes to wim 
advantages for themselves.” 


Some of us seem to think that freedom, 
including free enterprise, is a God-given 
gift dropped in our lap. But it is really 
something that has to be worked for. We 
will get as much or as little of it as we 
earn, 

Greed and selfishness are far greater 
enemies within the gates than any foreign 
emissaries. If we make our economy work 
by the exercise of enlightened s¢lf-interest, 
not even the most voracious Muscovite 
termite could make a dent in the timbers 
of our governmental structure.

LONDON. 
Under the landslide of trans-Atlantic 
a natural sort of “Yah-yah- 
you’re-another” spirit is discernible in print 
and in conversation around a not-yet-em- 
balmed Britain. 

With a theme not dissimilar from that 
heard in London pubs, correspondents of 
British papers in America have been writ- 
ing home that things are not as perfect as 
all that in the United States and that 
American calamity howlers should not for- 
get that calamity begins at home. 

The Daily Mirror's correspondent in 
America, John Walters, wrote sharply re- 
cently, calling the United States “paradise 
—for some.” He cited the 235,871 New 
York families without bathtubs or showers 
and 189,549 without indoor toilets. He said 
that Philadelphia has plenty of running 
water, “but it smells bad and tastes worse.” 

Anywhere off the lake shore drives, Chi- 
cago has “thousands of miserable people 
living in hovels that for sheer horror sur- 
pass those of Glasgow. And the same is 
true of glorious Miami.” As for the South, 
he said, his readers probably would not be- 
lieve him if he told them. 

America is a “land of litter,” he wrote. 
“This is certainly the land of opportunity 
—the opportunity to cleanse, to demolish 


slums and to build new houses with mod- 
ern plumbing.” 

C. V. R. Thompson, of the Daily Express, 
wrote from New York that United Nations 
delegates are “fed up” with American ques- 
tions—“Oh, is this your first trip to the 
United States? Great country, isn’t it? 
Don’t you wish your wife were here with 
all this food? Bet you will be sorry to go 
home.” And he said that Englishmen are 
particularly peeved at the incredulity of 
Americans when the British answer the 
last.question. “As a matter of fact, I will 
be glad.” re 

The Daily Mail’s Don Iddon, busy telling 
New Yorkers that the death watch over 
Britain is premature, wrote that an ex- 
cerpt from one of his columns, read over 
American radio, was labeled anti-Ameri- 
can.

The funeral of Ernest P. Ols- 
hausen, former German-language 
newspaper reporter and editor, 
was held yesterday at Witt Bros.

South Jefferson avenue. Mr. Ols- 
hausen, who was 97 years old in 
January, died Friday at his home, 
1115 Rutger street, of infirmities 
of age. 

He was a son of Arthur Olshau- 
sen, one of the early proprietors 
of the Westliche Post, who was 
associated in management of the 
paper with Carl Schurz and Emil 
Preetorius. Ernest Olshausen was 
secretary to Schurz in Washing- 
ton for a part of Schurz’s term 
as United States Senator. He used 
to relate that his father was in- 
strumental in hiring Joseph 
Pulitzer, later the founder of the 
Post-Dispatch, as a reporter on 
the Westliche Post in the late

their parents wide-eyed and the 
clowns kept them laughing as the 
St. Louis Police Circus opened a

From the time it opened, with a 
parade of the fabulous charac- 
ters of “Alice in Wonderland,” un- 
til it closed four hours later with

A modernistic touch was intro- 
duced from the start when the 
float on which the Knave and 
Queen of Hearts, which brought 
up the rear of the Alice in Won- 
derland spectacle, was pulled 
around the Arena Circle by a jeep 
instead of the customary team of 
horsés. 

The first thrill came immedi- 
ately afterward as two aerial pole 
artists juggled balls as they 
swayed back and forth, high above 
the heads of members of the audi- 
ence, who craned their necks and 
prepared to duck, 

$2 Acts Presented. 

From that point on it was every 
man for himself to see as much as 
he could while the 32 acts of the 
circus were ‘presented almost 
without interruption in the three 
rings and on the two stages of the 
Arena floor, 

Capt, Dick Clemens, lion trainer 
and an old performer at police cir- 
cuses, put nine of the big cats 
through their paces as compared 
with the five he brought with him 
last year. The cage in which they 
performed this year was also en- 
larged to 40 feet in diameter or 18 
feet more than the enclosure in 
which he cracked his whip and 
shot blanks from his pistol at the 
last Police Circus. 

Four of -the Hons, all males, 
were newly imported from Africa, 
he explained, to take the place of 
animals injured during a free-for- 
all at his training quarters in Pe- 
oria, III., last winter.

At the start of a long discus- 
sion of Italy’s economic plight, the 
Premier calleg the end of UNRRA 
help “a terrible blow.” He warned 
that the expected American post- 
UNR assistance might prove 
“help for Pisa”—an historic Ital- 
lan phrase to describe aid which 
arrived only after the defenders 
of Pisa were dead. 

His reference was to promises 
of a post-UNRRA grant of about 
$250,000,000 and an Export-Import 
Bank loan of $100,000,000 which he 
received during his January visit 
to the United States, but which 
have not yet been realized. 

“With a United States loan—I 
won't mention any figure—to get 
us over the hump, we could re- 
establish public confidence in our 
treasury bonds, restore confidence 
in the lire, overhaul the tax sys- 
tem and get back on the road to 
sound recovery,” he said. 

“We are grateful for the United 
States help already received. It 
meant the difference between suf- 
fering from hunger in Italy and 
starvation, of which there has 
been none, 

“We know that United States 
resources are not inexhaustible. 
But there is no other way for us 
than to request and hope for this 
small United States loan.” 

Raw Materials Needed. 

De Gasperi explained that the 
key to Italian economic revival 
was importation of raw materials, 
especially coal and cotton. Until 
industry can absorb more men, 
he said, the Government cannot 
balance its internal budget by re- 
ducing the Government payroll 
one-third and ending relief pay- 
ments to demobilized soldiers and 
returned colonials. 

He said the Italian peace treaty 
saddled on the badly burdened 
people another load, the economic 
clauses, 

“We know we have debts but 
signing of a treaty and its rati- 
fication are meaningless if we are 
not put in condition to respect 
the burdens that have been im- 
posed on us,” he said. “Other- 
wise ratification would be a hypo- 
critical act in addition to being 
stupid because we could never ap- 
ply the clauses we accepted.” 

Expanding his plea for full or 
joint Italian trusteeship over pre- 
war Italian colonies, he insisted 
that Italian work and money had 
improved the living standard in 
the pre-Fascist colonies. 

“If Italy's influence is not main- 
tained in Africa, whose will be? 
England can’t do it and France 
can’t do it. 

“He threw up both hands and 
smiled wryly. 
 “Ttaly, which is only the size 
of California, cannot support her 
population and therefore must ex- 
port men and labor. If we are 
thrown out of the colonies we 
reach an impasse because we can 
accept trusteeship but we cannot 
accept that Italian labor in the 
colonies should come under con- 
trol of a foreign government.”

CASE RECORDS

ASE N-201: Billy D., aged 3%, cannot hear his mother’s 
C voice. “Billy had scarlet fever when he was a year old,” 

his mother explained. “Complications set in and as a result, 
he lost his hearing entirely. Naturally, we wish to furnish him 

all the mental stimulation possible 
in an effort to make up for his 
lack of hearing. Dr. Crane, I have 
heard of Dr. Gault’s great work 
at Northwestern with deaf and 
deaf-blind youngsters. Could you 
tell us parents more about it?” 
R &.%& 

DO YOU REALIZE that loss of 
hearing is far more serious educa- 
tionally than loss of vision? For 
the blind child can keep pace with 
his normal classmates in pretty 
fair shape, but the deaf child may 
lag five or even 10 years behind. 

While 1 was associated for five years with Dr. Robert 
H. Gault in his wonderful work with the deaf, we spent two 
years at Smith College. In 1927, we found that 13- and 14-year- 
old pupils in the Clarke School for the Deaf could read only 
primers and first readers. One of the explanations for this 
backwardness, had been the faulty psychology employed by 
many oral schools for the deaf. They failed to heed Alexander 
Graham Bell's timely warning about giving the deaf child 
an early and double dose of reading. 

He wisely explained that since a deaf child lacks ability 
to receive mental stimulation by ear, such a youngster should 
have extra visual stimulation from the printed page. Indeed, 
a deaf child should be a better reader than the hearing 


youngster! Instead, at 13 or 14, he could read only a primer 
comfortably!

DR. GAULT perfected an ingenious “phonotactor” to help 
add a third dimension to the deaf child’s appreciation of spoken 
words. 

By this machine, the deaf child places his fingers upon 
vibrating diaphragms of reeds, which are in circuit with a 
microphone into which the teacher or parent speaks. 

Soon, the deaf child can detect the various syllables in 
words. He can also detect accent and emphasis, rhythm, and

Hes the Man on the Flying Bicycle 


Blondin Rellim and Partner Defy Death Twice Daily for Police Circus Fans 


By Dickson Terry 


OST aerialists, which term 
includes people who walk 
tight ropes, ride bicycles, bal- 

ance on poles and do other tricks 
high in the air, spend many of 
their waking moments trying to 
outdo themselves and one an- 
other. They are constantly try- 
ing to devise a new stunt or a 
variation of an old stunt which 
will be more breath-taking and 
death-defying than anything ever 
done before. 

No exception is Blondin Rellim, 
who spent years dreaming up 
something guaranteed to make im- 
pressionable ladies faint and 
strong men sit on the édge of 
their seats. Rellim, which spelled 
backward is Miller, is demonstrat- 
ing the fruits of his toil to St. 
Louis spectators for the first time 
as a feature of the Police Circus, 
now at the Arena, and if St. Louis 
crowds react to it as they 
have in other cities, there will be 
no shortage of fainting ladies. In 
fact, when Rellim, 1 puts 
the act on outdoors, he warns the 
women not to look. When 
forming indoors, as he is here, he 
foregoes the warning since the 
women are sitting down and it 
doesn't make so much difference 
if they do faint. 

The rigging, as the thing upon 
which Rellim and his partner per- 
form, stands 120 feet high. At the 
top is a sort of see-saW arrange- 
ment with bars at each end, Rellim 
performs on one end and his 
partner on the other. The top part 
of the rigging, which is electrically 
controlled, see-saws in the air. His 
partner performs on a trapeze on 
her end of the affair, and Rellim 
does handstands on a chair and 
rides a bicycle on his end. The 
climax of his act comes when he 
rides his bike to the end of the 
narrow bar (they use no net) and 
then suspends half the front wheel 
in space. This is the spot where 
someone usually faints. 


In street clothes Rellim himself 
is a quiet man of medium height 
and undistinguished features who 
would be taken quicker for a 
meter-reader than a dare-devil. In 
his working clothes, however, 
which consist of a leopard skin 
worn in traditional style, he looks 
like a smaller edition of Charles 
Atlas. He ig five feet four and 
three-quarter inches tall and 
weighs 174 pounds. And there isn't, 
as he and his wife assure you 
“a nerve in his body.“ His partner, 
on the other hand, whose name 
is Ruth McCrea, is a tall red-head 
who, despite the fact she does 
tricks 120 feet in the air twice a 
day, is afraid of elevators. 
“Doesn’t bother me being up

LONDIN RELLIM was born 

Lloyd Miller, but his name is 

now legally Rellim. He had 
it changed in 1940. He started 
turning it backward not as a re- 
sult of listening to the radio but 
because the Al G, Barnes Circus, 
with which he used to walk the 
tight rope, wanted everyone to 
have a foreign sounding name. 
More glamorous. 

The Blondin part, he will tell 


you, came from his grandfather 
who, he claims, was the great 
Blondin, the man who walked 
across Niagara falls on a tight 
rope 1100 feet long, 160 feet above 
the water, back in the 1850s. Blon- 
din was a Frenchman and his real 
name was Jean Francois Gravelet 
and true to the tradition of aerial- 
ists, he was never satisfied. After 
having crossed Niagara, he started 
doing it with variations. He did 
it blindfolded, in a sack, pushing 
a wheelbarrow, on stilts, carrying 
a man on his back and once he 
even sat down midway, prepared

an omelette and ate it. As an anti- 
climax, he died in bed in 1897. 
Rellim says his parents were 
tight rope walkers—he was born 
in Marion, Ill.—and he started out 
as a youngster to follow in their 
footsteps. He worked for a num- 
ber of years in circuses doing 
tricks on the tight rope and 
really began to get in the big 
time when he worked out a three- 
man bicycling act. Two men, rid- 
ing bicycles on the high wire, had 
a pole on their shoulders. The 
third man, Rellim, balanced him- 
self on a bike atop the pole. He 


appeared with this act at both the 
Chicago and New York Worlds 
Fairs. 

When the war came along, the 
other two t rope e riders 
were Rellim, is now 
43 years old, decided to go into 
war work for the duration so he 
went to New Orleans where he 
helped build ships. His profession 
being what it is, they made him 
a cable inspector.

ELLIM travels with his wife 

and two children in a house 

trailer and they all like living 
that way. He met his wife while 
performing in Peoria in 1934. She 
was working in a local exhibit at 
the fair where he was playing. It 
was love at first sight. She is not 
a professional. “I'm chief cook 
and bottle washer—but don’t put 
THAT in” she says. She fell in 
love with the circus life imme- 
diately and is now very much a 
part of it. 

Their two children are Joyce 
Lo, who is 10 and wears pigtails, 
and Neal, who is 5. Joyce Lo had 
been learning to be an aerialist 
since she was 4 and she works on 
the “traps” (trapeze) and rings. 
Last month, the mother announced 
proudly, she went up the full 
height on her father’s rigging and 
did some stunts. 

Neal is beginning to learn, too. 
He’s a little on the chubby side, 
but he did an ankle drop the other 
day, his mother declared with 
the same pride most mothers 
would exhibit when telling that 
their children could recite the 
Gettysburg Address. 

Rellim leads a quiet and some- 
what restricted life. To keep him- 
self in condition he neither drinks 
nor smokes. He has no strong 
feeling against smoking, but he is 
convinced no aerialist should 
drink, as some of them, he said, 
not only do but brag about it, He 
eais heartily, his wife testifies, 
She is an excellent cook, he testi- 
fies. He has no hobbies. Most of 
his spare time is spent traveling 
or putting up his rigging, a job 
which requires a great deal of 
time and care, and which he does 
most of himself, 

As for fear, he has trained his 
mind against it. “I enjoy my 
work,” he says, “and the applause 
is all the stimulant I need. It's 
just like a shot of wine. I feel 
confident of myself and sure of 
what I’m doing, never allow my- 
self to think of anything but what 
I'm doing.” 

He hasn't fallen yet.

Beyond question, South had a 
strong hand, but his leap to four 
spades was nevertheless an over 
bid. 

However, the contract would 
have been good enough if South 
had managed his resources to the 
bes: advantage. West led the club 
king and continued with the ace. 
Declarer ruffed, then led a dia- 


‘mond to dummy and returned the 


spade deuce. East, of course, 
played low and South put in the 
jack. West captured this trick 
with the king and shifted to a 
heart. South won, cashed the 
trump ace, then hopefully led a 
third round of trumps. The suit 
did not break, however, and East 
collected both the queen and nine, 
thus defeating the contract one 
trick. 

It was inconoeivable, on the 
bidding, that both the king and 
queen of trumps were held by 
East, and therefore nothing was 
to be gained by leading toward 
the closed hand and playing the 
jack. The proper technique was 
to cash the ace and then to play 
a low trump! Consider: If trumps 
broke 3-3, this low second lead 
would be just as effective as an 
honor, because after South got in 
again, another trump lead would 
drop the oppo..ents’ remaining 
two trumps together. If, how- 
ever, the more probable 42 
trump break existed, it was quite 
likely that one of the defenders 
had started with a doubleton hon- 
or. The low second lead would 
drive out this honor and South 
would retain the jack and ten, so 
that he could next lead the jack. 
Observe also that with trumps 
breaking 4-2 it would not do any 
good to select the jack as the sec- 
ond lead, because if West had 
started with K-Q-x-x he would be 
— to win three tricks in the 
suit.

Calling the Indian “LO.” 


PREVIOUS inquiry for the 
A crisis of “Lo” as a generic 
name for the North American 

Indian was answered by mail, with | 
the idea that the subject was not 
of sufficient general interest to ap- 
pear in this column, Since an- 
other reader now asks: “,.. why 
the general name ‘Lo’ for the 
American Indian,” it would seem 
that the misconception indicated 
here may be more widespread. 

That “Lo” is a generic name for 
the North American aborigine, 
as in some parts people not know- 
ing a Negro’s name would call him 
George, is a falaccy, arising doubt- 
less out of a misunderstanding, or 
perhaps misuse on someone’s part, 
originally, of a line in one of the 
enduring contributions to liter- 
ature, Alexander Pope’s “Essay 
on Man,” published in 1732: 

This is the passage in question: 
“Lo the poor Indian! whose un- 

tutored mind 
Sees God in clouds, or hears him 
in the wind; 

His soul proud science never 

taught to stray 
Far as —— solar wait or milky 


way; 
Yet simple nature to his hope has 


giv'n, 
Behind the ‘cloud-topped hill, an 
humbler heav'n.“ 

“Lo,” here, is simply an intro- 
ductory term—it might have been 
“Ah,” or “Behold”—to the thoughts 
on the Indian's affinity with na- 
ture. Pope never intended it to be 
a name.
